These figures 
of course deal with petroleum alone.

rich lands of Oklahoma, and a corre- 
sponding increase In the yield In Cal- 
ifornia.

Ono of tho bills of utmost Import- 


an^ and concern to all citizens of

to be divided between tlio departments 
of labor and Industry, agriculture and 
forestry.

After analysis 


,nd certification by the secretary of 
agriculture it shall be a misdemeanor 
Tor any person to sell articles put- 
porting to be up to 
ttie 
required 


standard unless they are actually so, 
and upon, conviction the seller shall 
be sentenced to pay a fine of $100, to- 
gether with, the costs o£ piose-cution. 


The act of May 1, 1913, defines what 


shall be known as a "pure mattress," 
and prescribes regulations for the en- 
forcement and carrying out of the act. 
The term "mattress" shall be con- 
strued to mean any quilted pad, mat- 
tress, hunk, aiiilt or cushion, stuffed 
or filled with wool, bair or other soft 
material except feathers, to be used 
on a couch or other bed for sleeping 
or reclining purposes, and it shall be 
the duty of the manufacturer to place 
apon each mattress a label containing 
a statement as to the Jtind of material 
used In the filling, tbe name of the 
maker, his address, as well as that of 
the vendor/and his address. Any viola- 
tion o£ this act is punishable by a fine 
of not less than ?25 nor more than 
f 50 for each offense.

For Vocational Schools. 


In order to provide for a proper sys- 


tem of vocational education an act 
was passed defining at 
length 
the 


meaning of "vocational education and 
providing tfor the establishment and 
regulation of vocational schools and 
state aid in the maintenance thereof. 
In brief, the* act provides that voca- 
tional education shall mean an. educa- 
tion the controlling purpose of which 
is to flt for profitable 
employment 


"ludusrial education" shall mean that 
form of vocational education, which 
fits for trades, crafts and manufactur- 
ing pursxiits, including the occupations 
of girls and women carried on in work- 
shops. "Agricultural education" shall 
mean, that form oC vocational educa- 
tion which fits for the occupations 
conected with the tilling of the noil, 
the care of domestic animals, forestry 
and other wage-earning or productive 
work on the farm. "Household arts" 
education shall mean that form o£ vo- 
cational education which fits for occu- 
pations connected with the household. 
The state board of education is au- 
thorized and directed to investigate 
and aid in the introduction of indus- 
trial, agricultma] and household arts 
education and assist in the establish- 
ment of schools and departments for 
tbe aforesaid forms oC education. The 
board shall make a report annually to 
the governor and tbe legislature de- 
scribing the condition and progress of 
this form of education and make such 
recommendations as the board may 
deem advisable. After fcliis branch of 
education has been approved by the 
state board of education as to organi- 
sation, control, etc., school dlbtricts 
maintaining vocational schools shall

It 
js made mandatory upon the state 
board of education to present on or 
before the first Wednesday of January 
of any year in -which a regular session 
of the .legislature is held an estimate 
of the amount of money necessary to 
meet the expenditures to be incurred 
in the administration of this act for 
the two school years beginning -with 
the first day o£ the ensuing Jul, and 
on the basis of such a statement tho 
legislature shall make an appropria- 
tion of such amounts as may be neces- 
sary to meet the /expense of carrying 
this act into effect and of reimburs- 
ing such school districts and unions o£

' make, a good green feed for the ohlck-

good substitute lor the green feed 
during winter months.
